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least show how far wrong this notion 
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‘For purposes of the appraisal 
form, the steps that need to be taken 
for eye protection in industry are ar- 
ranged in three groups: those hav- 
ing to do with The Plant itself, 
those concerning The Worker, and 
those relating to The Job. In the 
section relating to The Plant itself 
there are 16 questions dealing with 
accident hazards, 10 questions deal- 
ing with health hazards and 10 ques- 
tions dealing with eye fatigue haz- 
ards. In the section relating to The 
Worker there are 13 questions, and 
in the section relating to The Job 
there are 4 questions dealing with 
assignment of work and 6 questions 
dealing with educational activities. 

The appraisal form is still in 
process of development. The Na- 
tional Society for the Prevention of 
Blindness welcomes the suggestions 
of all those directly concerned with 
eye protection in industry for the 
improvement of the form and for its 
ultimate utilization. 


COMPOSITE picture of the 
highway killer who claimed 795 
lives in Massachusetts last year has 
been revealed by cold statistics, and, 
contrary to popular conception, was 
neither a drunkard, irresponsible 
youth or inexperienced driver, but a 
sober, physically normal individual, 
more than 25 years old and with more 
than five years of driving experience. 
Such is the conclusion the Govern- 
or’s Committee on Street and High- 
way Safety has been able to draw 
from a complete investigation of 
every fatal accident in 1930 which 
has just been completed by the regis- 
try of motor vehicles and which 
shows that although drunk, youthful 
and inexperienced drivers all con- 
tributed to the death toll, the so-called 
normal and experienced driver was 
anywhere from two to five times as 
bad. 
Thirty-five fatal accidents were 
caused by drunken drivers, but more 
than five times that number occurred

INR Longenberger, 23, of 
Endicott, New York, may lose 
the sight of his left eye, as the result 
of an injury suffered when an un- 
identified boy hurled a stone through 
the windshield of a truck which Long- 
enberger was driving on the Endicott- 
Maine highway. 

Longenberger was taken to the of- 
fice of Dr. John D. Bowen, in Bing- 
hamton, shortly after the accident. 
Dr. Bowen reported that the sight 
of the eye was partly destroyed by a 
piece of flying glass, but that unless 
infection developed it might be pos- 
It will be 
several days before the seriousness of 
the injury can be determined fully. 

The injured man was enroute to 
Union Center with a load of coal 
from the Elmer B. Lacey Coal Com- 
pany when the accident happened. 
Suffering intense pain, he drove the 


truck to the home of a friend where 


he collapsed. He was immediately 
rushed to the doctor.

because a perfectly sober operator’s 
attention was diverted to something 
other than driving just a few seconds 
before the crash, while absent-mind- 
edness precipitated 35 fatal collisions 
and timid drivers becoming confused 
in traffic were responsible for 36. 
The argument that irresponsible 
youngsters with the modern mania 
for speed are a big factor in highway 
fatalities loses some of its potency 
when the final analysis of the 1930 
record reveals that twice as many per- 
sons between the ages of 25 and 54 
were mixed up in fatal crashes as 
were youngsters from their early 
teens to 24 years of age. There were 
547 drivers in the 25 to 54-year old 
group involved in death producing 
accidents, as compared to 238 from 
18 to 24 years of age, 13 who were 
17 years old, 18 who were 16 years 
old, and 17 for all those under 16. 
Another popular belief which in- 
variably connects the inexperienced 
driver with automobile accidents also 
receives a body blow with the discov- 
ery that the greatest number of fatal 
accidents last year were caused by 
drivers with more than five years’ ex- 
perience. The number is almost dou- 
ble that of those who had been driv- 
ing from one to five years, three 
times the class listed under six 
“months to a year and more than dou- 
ble that of six months and under.
